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Tue Atnexazum for December 30 contains a gen- 
eral retrospect of works published in Continental 
Europe during 1871; and promises in its next issue 
a similar sketch of American literature during the 
same period. 

W aitaAKer’s ALMANACK for 1872 is now ready, and 
for sale by Messrs. Pott, Young & Co., New York. It 
contains an immense mass of information about the 
British Empire, and gives the name and salary of 
every official, from Queen Victoria to the clerks in 
the public offices. It also gives statistics of all 
kinds, connected with the trade, finance, and gene- 
ral condition of the Empire and its Colonies. No 
reader who desires to keep pace with the times, 
and to understand the foreign telegrams, should be 
without it. 

A Jewisn Linrary, consisting of a rare collection 
of old books of Hebrew and Jewish literature, has 
been opened in the Temple Emanuel, Fifth Avenue 
and Forty-third street. New York. The collection 
formerly belonged to Mr. Frederick Muller, book- 
seller of Amsterdam, and contains about three thou- 
sand volumes. The library consists of Bibles, exe- 
getical and homiletical works, Talmud and works 
on the Talmud, casuistical writings, philosophy, 
theology, ethics, history, biography, bibliography, 
archeology, criticism, and several other divisions. 
A large part of the collection is in Hebrew, Latin, 
German, Dutch, Spanish, French, Portuguese, Ital- 
ian, and Greek. The editions most commonly met 
with are those of Venice and Amsterdam. Among 
the oldest works are some remarkable books pro- 
duced in the first half century after the invention of 
printing. In the collection are some curious old 
manuscripts, very interesting as specimens of He- 
brew writing. 


In a recent number of the “Contemporary Re- 
view’’ there appeared a violent attack upon some 
living poets, especially upon Mr. Dante Gabriel 
Rossetti. The article was entitled “The Fleshy 
School of Poetry,’’ and was signed ‘‘ Thomas Mait- 
land.” The “ Atheneum” shortly afterwards con- 
tained a statement that “ Maitland’? was a nom de 
plume assumed by Mr. Robert Buchanan, and com- 
mented with some asperity upon the conduct of the 
“ Contemporary Review,” which is in the habit of 
printing articles with authentic signatures, in thus 
departing from its rule to admit this onslaught by 
one poet upon his brethren of the craft. The pub- 
lishers sent a repiy to the “ Atheneum,” which, 
though vaguely worded, amounted to a denial of the 
statement ; but in the same number there appeared 
a letter from Mr. Buchanan, owning to the author- 
ship of the article, and also a sharp retort from Mr. 
Rossetti, headed “ The Stealthy School of Criticism.” 


WeE learn from the New York Evening Mail that 
a new monthly, entitled the ‘“‘Kansas Magazine,”’ 
is promised from Topeka.

Home, Sweet Home.—The question of the author- 
ship of the words and music of this beautiful ballad 
has recently been discussed in the “Atheneum.” It 
is now asserted that it originated under the following 
circumstances: “Sir H.R. Bishop had been engaged 
by a London firm of music publishers, Messrs. 
D’Almaine & Co., to compose and arrange music 
exclusively for them, and among other works com- 
piled by him was one entitled the ‘Melodies of 
Various Nations,’ in four volumes. He, however, 
not being able to find a Sicilian tune suitable 
enough to complete his work, wrote the melody of | 
‘Home, Sweet Home!’ sunk his own name, and} 
called it a Sicilian air. This work, to a certain ex- 
tent, failed; but years afterwards the tune was 
introduced in the opera of ‘Clari; or, the Maid of 
Milan,’ and produced at the Theatre Royal, Covent 
Garden. J. Howard Payne wrote the words of 
‘Home, Sweet Home!’ and the singing of it by the 
celebrated Miss M. Tree created such a popularity 
for it that its success was immense. The melody 
then took the notice of other music-publishers, who, 
seeing it printed as a Sicilian air in the four vol- 
umes, naturally thought there was no copyright in 
the melody, and they issued their own editions of 
it. Upon this circumstance becoming known to Sir 
H. R. Bishop and his publishers, T. D’Almaine & 
Co., they held a meeting and took counsel’s opinion 
respecting an application for an injunction to re- 
strain these publishers from continuing to publish | 
their editions of the air; and I well recollect Sir 
H. R. Bishop stating before counsel that the melody } 
was his composition, and the counsel, in reply, | 
giving it as his opinion that he (Sir H. R. Bishop) 
having allowed the air to go forth to the world for 
so long a time as a national one, he thought that 
an injunction, under the circumstances, could not | 
be obtained. The copyright was then abandoned | 
both by the publishers and the composer.”

ForM.”—The number of Little, Brown & Co.’s 
“ American Law Review” for January, 1872, con- 
tains a well-prepared, valrable, and judicious ar- | 
ticle on “ Proportional Representation,” which de- | 
serves the careful consideration of «ll who feel an 
interest in the important problem of political re- | 
presentation. It is not, however, the political | 
bearings of the problem to which we would advert, | 
but rather to the circumstance that the article in | 
question contains a sketch of the literature of the | 
subject. Among the titles of works mentioned by | 
it are four which have their origin in Philadel- 
phia. The first of these, and the first in the au- 
thor’s list, is “The Representation of Minorities of 
Electors to act with the Majority in E'ected Assem- | 
blies, by Thomas Gilpin; Philadelphia, 1844. Two | 
of the other Philadelphia titles are two papers 
written by Joshua Francis Fisher, Esq., in 1863 | 
and 1865 respectively, and the fourth is the vol- | 
ume “On Representative Government and Per- | 
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sonal Representation,” by Simon Sterne, published 
last year.

ates. Mr. Fisher has done good service in making 
known the labors of his predecessor, and thus vin- 
dicating for Philadelphia the honor of having 
twice been the cradle of electoral reform. 7h 
only original contributions to the discussion on this 
side of the water, are Mr. Gilpin’s essay, and Mr. 
Fisher's, the former of whom apparently takes prece- 
dence, in point of time, of any European writer.” In 
a fvot-note, the writer expresses the hope “that 
the Philosophical Society of Philadelphia may 
honor themselves, and their late associate, by 
printing, among their transactions, this remark- 
able paper, which thus, after nearly thirty years of 
oblivion, is found still in the front line of the most 
advanced thought on the subject. It was _ pri- 
vately printed by its author, and is now exces- 
sively rare. There is a copy in the library of 
Harvard College, the gift of the late Isaac T. 
Hopper.

He inserts, beyond any one else, 
the most insignificant names, and quotes the most 
wretched authorities. But as the faults of excess, 
in such collections, are more pardonable than those 
of omission, we cannot deny the value of his Bio- 
graphical Dictionary, especially as to our own 
country, which has not fared well at the hands of 
foreigners.”

Mr. Hallam omits to mention one of the most 
valuable features of Chalmers’s Dictionary, the 
copious bibliography, which will always make the 
work welcome to the student. It is not very rare, 
and is worth, we suppose, about $40 to $45 in good 
half-binding.

The scope of this work is to present the common 

conditions and principal modifying circumstances 

of religion in the life of man; to reach as near as 
possible to the original creed of mankind, by exami- 
nation of the most ancient scriptures; to pursue 
the comparative history of the religions to which 
those scriptures belong, through their various re- 
corded changes; and to make a complete classifi- 
cation of all religions, ancient and modern, and to 
determine the essential principles inherent in all, 
and wherein the best religion differs from the rest. 
The present volume is the first part of the work, 
and gives a general view of all religions in their 
relations to one another. The works of such men 
as Burnouf, Miiller, Rawlinson, and many others, 
have been consulted by the author, and a general 
summary of the results of their discoveries, 30 far as 
they relate to the subject, are included in the work. 

Either to general readers or to students, the work is 

of the highest value. We know of no similar work 

covering the same quantity of ground, or embracing 
within its limits the combined labors of so many 
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authorities. It is written in a way which canno- 
fail to attract many to whom such studies have 
hitherto appeared uninviting, and we cordially 
recommend the book to the notice of the trade, as 
one for which there is likely to be a large and steady 
demand.

The pervading features of this volume are clear 

and well-defined thoughts, a lucid style of expres- 
sion, and an intellectual penetration and moral 
‘* wholesomeness,” if we may so express it, which 
cannot fail to commend themselves to thoaghtful 
minds. It is a work full of suggestiveness, which 
will be appreciated by every reflective reader. 
There is no display of erudition, and we do not 
observe a foot-note in the whole volume, referring 
to other works, yet no one can read a single chapter 
without seeing that the author is more deeply con- 
versant than he cares to show with the moral 
problems which are now engaging the attention of 
thoughtful minds. The subjects of his chapters 
are: The Consciousness of God, Theism, The Fear 
of God, Sacrifice, Prayer, The Moral Life, The Re- 
ligious Life, The Divine Life, The Holy Scriptures.
